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EXCERPT  FRCM  THE  "YOMIURI  SKIMRUN"  -  28  July  1940 
National  Defonse  and  Diplomatic  Policy  Firrly  Established 


The  Liaison  Conference  between  Imperial  Headquarters  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  which  was  established  at  the  time  of  the  first  KDNCYE  Cabinet  in 
order  to  bring  about  harmony  between  politics  and  strategy  in  the  sottle- 
mont  of  the  China  Incident  was  later  discontinued  and  has  not  been  hold 
up  to  now.  However,  since  it  has  become  necessary  to  decide  now  basic 
policios  to  moot  the  sudden  chango  in  the  world  situation  with  the  over¬ 
whelming  victory  of  Germany  and  Italy  in  Europe,  the  Liaison  Conferonce 
between  Imperial  Feadcuarters  and  tho  Government  was  held  in  the  East  No.l 
Room  of  the  Imperial  "alace  at  1C  a.m.  on  the  27th.  Thoso  prosont  wore: 
Chi if  of  tho  Gonoral  Staff  -  HIH,  Prince  Kanin,  Chiof  of  tho  Naval 
Gonoral  Staff  -  FIF,  Frirco  Iushimi,  Assistant  Chiof  of  tho  General 
Staff  -  SAFADA,  Vico  Chief  of  the  Naval  Gonoral  Staff  -  KCFDO,  from 
Imperial  Feadcuarters j  I  rime  Minister  KQNOfE,  Far  Minister  TOJO,  Navy 
Minister  YCSHIIiA,  Foreign  Ministor  MATSUOKA,  President  of  tho  Planning 
Board  FCSPINC,  from  tho  Government,  and  MUTO  -  Chief  of  tho  Military 
Affairs  Bureau;  ABE  -  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Naval  Affairs,  and  Chiof 
Cabinet  Secretary  TGMITA,  acting  as  socroterios.  First  of  all,  frank 
opinions  wore  exchanged  botwoon  Imporial  Foadouartors  and  tho  Government 
concerning  th.9  Outline  for  Dealing  with  the  Situation  Imposed  by  Chances 
in  the  Forld  Situation,  which  had  boon  proposed  by  Imperial  Headquarters, 
and  complote  apreoment  was  reached  aftor  serious  deliberation.  Noxt,  the 
government  submitted  its  Outline  of  tho  Basic  Folicy  for  Establishment  of  * 
a  Nation  Strongly  Organi?od  on  a  Pasis  of  National  Defonse  which  hod 
been  discussed  and  decided  upon  in  the  Cabinet  meetings  which  have  been 
hold  daily  since  tho  formation  of  the  Cabinet.  The  Government  explained 
this  in  dotail,  and  onco  again  Imperial  Feadcuarters  and  tho  Govornment 
mutually  exchanged  frank  opinions  of  it  and  arrived  r.t  a  complete  apreo- 
mont.  Thon  the  conferonce,  adjourned  at  11:30  a.m.  Tion  Prime  Minister 
KGNCYS  was  ordered  to  form  the  new  Cabinet,  ho  met  with  three  gentlemen, 
,T'0J0,  YOSFIDA  and  MATSUOKA  at  his  home  in  Orikubo,  and  dotormined  tc  got 
around  tho  situation  by  tho  harmonization  botweo”  administration  and 
supreme  command  and  by  the  complete  unification  of  politics  and  strategy. 
Thus,  he  has  now  completely  attained  this  purpose.
